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What is What? 

The Calgary teachers have tall- 
ed off the strike threat, and will 
carry on under the present salary 
schedule, which provides for a 
total increase in the pay sheet of 
$40,000 over the amount of 
last year. It has been the post 
tion of the school board from the 
first that this was as far as the 
fimancial situation = eo 
the trustees to go. one, War 
discuss such ee ee: 
languages will therefore repre- 
sent the outcome as a “vietory”’ 
for the school board and a “de- 
feat’? for the AHiamee. 

And from the standpomt that 
is precisely what it is. The Alli- 
ance threatened to close the 
schools uniess the salary list was 
boosted $175,000. The school 
board stood pat. The Alliance re- 
duced the demand %o $87,000. Still 
the board stood pat. Now the 
teachers say they will stick at the 
present rate of pay. There is no 
peg anywhere upon which the Al- 
liance directorate can hang a 
claim that it ras gamed anything 
for the teachers but harmful pub- 
licity and disappointment. The 
organization threatened to employ 
force to carry through its de- 
nrands; was told to go ahead ; and 
sn’t gomg ahead. The Alliance 
is a ‘“busted phenomenon”’ so far 
as the Calgary sftuation is con- 
cerned. 

But the outcome is not amymore 
a victory for the Calgary school 
board than % is for the principle 
that the taxpayers have a right 
to comtrol the school system; for 
the authority of Government over 
a service paid for by public funds; 
for the right of the children to go 
to school; and in the lomg run 
for the school teachers them- 
selves. And if rt leads to a gen- 
eral re-casting of the aims and 
inethods of the Teachers’ Alli- 
ance and a new spirit in the di- 
rection of its setrvities, the col- 
lapse of the “direct action” 
policy will make that organisa- 
tion an instrument of usefulness 
instead of an ageney for mis- 
chief, 

The sehool teachers have as 
good a right to form themselves 
imo an organisation as any other 
class of wage or salary earners. 
They have a perfect right to 
make the inerease of pay one 
of the purposes of their organi- 
sation, so long as the objective 
iS not to boost the teacher’s pay 
out of proportion. On ‘these 
grounds there is no quarrel be- 
tween the Allianee and the school 
boards or the public. 

But there are several ways of 
going about it to try for an in- 
crease in pay One way is to 
figuratively take the taxpayers 
by the throat, lay down a sched- 
ule of azlary demands and 
declare that if the school 
board does not vote the money 
schools will be closed. 
The Allfanee has tried that way 
in’ the cities. It hasn’t worked 
in Calgary, and the prospect is 
that it will not work any better 
anywhere else. The public have 
refused to be ‘“buffaloed’’ by 
the threat to elose the schools: 
especially when the demand has 
been made on tbehalf of the 
hest paid teachers in the list, 
those in high school work.
